Boer Envoys Arrive This Morning and Are 


Greeted Down the Bay 


Vaal Eiver is Place where Boers are Concentrating, Buller Re-* 


ports His Operations Since May 10, Dundee Looted and 


Damaged.

London, May 15—The report of Gen- 


eral Buller's advance on the Biggards- 
berg district was confirmed officially 
today. General Buller has taken sev- 
eral prisoners and his casualties are 
small. 


Hildyard has occupied Wessels Nek. 
Apparently the Burghers are about to 


evacuate Natal and concentrate at 
Laing's Nek and Van Beenens pass.

The war office received the following 


today from General Buller: 


"Dundee, May 15—We have occupied 


Dundee. 


"About 2500 of the enemy left yester- 


day for Glencoe where they entrenched

"Almost every house in Dundee is 


completely looted. 


"Tn"e machinery of the Dundee col- 


lieries is destroyed.

1.SO p. m., today the war 
office 


gave out this dispatch from General 
Buller: 


"Kemp's Farm, May 15—The follow- 


ing telegrams sent to Lord Roberts, 
are now repeated to you. They begin 
under date. May 13:" In 
accordance 


with.- instructions to keep the enemy 
occupied at Blggarsberg, on May 11, I 
concentrated the Third cavalry brigade 
of the second division and some of the 
corps of artillery at Sundays River 
drift on the Helpmakaar road and di- 
rected Colonel Bethune to advance on 
Greytown with the Bethune mounted 
infantry, mounted rifles and imperial 
light Infantry. 


"On May 12 we moved to Waschbank, 


and Bethune to Pomroy, while General 
Hilrard, from Elandslaagte, occupied 
Indoda mountain. 


On May 13 I sent General Hamilton, 


with three battalions up the steep slope 
of Witherek hill. The Third cavalry 
brigade crowded the hill on each side 
of the main road and Betune attacked 
by the Pomeroy road from three sides. 
The enemy hurriedly abondoned the 
position, which they had strongly en- 
trenched , and retired to the Nek in 
front of Helpmakaar, whence we hope 
to <?islodge them tomorrow, as many of 
thfm have retired. We have gained 
the summit of berg with loss of only 
a few men wounded. 


"I advance tomorrow on Belth and 


Hildyard moves on Wessels Nek. Our 
small, loss I think was certainly due 
to thve excellent troops the leading of 
Generals Hamilton and Lord Dundon- 
ald and Colonel Bethune. 


The second dispatch dated, May 14, 


says: "They evacuated HelpmakaartNek 
during thf night, leaving a rear guard 
of about ]000 men in front of us. These 
we have forced back throughout the 
day under considerable difficulties, as 
they flred all the grass top of the berg 
as they retreated." 


A third dispatch dated from Kemps 


Farm, May 15, says: "Dundonald re- 
ported late last night that he had 
driven the rear guard on to the main 
body of the enemy, near Buralinden,

General Buller, who seems to be em- 


ploying his full strength, is expected to 
push on. His Otst marches were 46 
mites In thres days. He is thus break- 
ing Into British territory which had 
been administers* for six montfc* by the 
Transvaalere as though it were part or 
the repuWic, they holding courts and 
levying taxes. His success, therefore, 
has political as well at military conse- 
quences. 
While Lord Roberts' infantry are con- 


centrating at Kroonstad, where they 
will rest for a day or two, his horsemen 
have penetrated 19 miles northward. 
Two hundred Beers who had hidden In 
the river jungles near Kroonstad to 
escape service havp eurrendered to the 
British and taken the oath of allegiance.

The severe freeze* 
of the past week have, perhaps, wrought 
greater damage than the uninterrupted 
low temperatures of the two weeks pre- 
ceding, The entire damagpe cannot yet 
be estimated, but reports affirm the losa 
of tender vegetables, and all firuit buda 
that were open. Several correspondents 
state that the peach crop baa been 
ruined, and the strawberry yield re- 
duced one-half. The fact that the 
season has retarded the development of 
the buds, perhaps, Insures the safety of 
othwr fruit. 


The preparation of the soil for seeding, 


except in the northern portion of New 
England, is in advance of the season. 
In Maine, for the past week, the ground, 
excepting sod land, hfia) been too wet for 
plowing. In other states farmers con- 
tinue to delay seeding, because of th« 
cool nights., Of all farm products grass 
Is making the greatest growth, yet stock 
on most pastures requires grain and 
fodder. This prolonged feeding 
from 


barns haa led to a scarcity of hay, which 
is becoming a source of anxiety to many. 


Only a small part of the oats have been 


sown in Maine, and, perhaps, two- 
thjpds of the crop in New Hampshire 
and Vermont. About one-lialf of plow- 
Ing has been accomplished in Massa- 
chusetts. 


Rye has headed in Massachusutts, 


The etalk is short, but thrifty. Very 
little corn has been planted1. The earty 
corn in truck gardens was killed by 
frost of the week. 


As the condition oC grass becomes 


more apparent it^is found that here and 
there the meadow* disclose small ai-eas 
void of vegetation, the accumulation of 
ice during the winter completely de- 
stroying ttte grass roots. Pastures are 
backward. 


Apples and veavs in most instances 


are uninjured. Caterpillars are hatch- 
ing, and spraying has begun. Some of 
the cranberry bogs have been drained.

and beans, above ground, were cut 
flown by the freeze of the llth. Peas, 
lettuce and hardier vegetables itvith- 
ctood the cold nights without percep- 
tible damage.

I« one respect the United States beats 


the world in th« line ot cookery ana that 
Is in the use of corn meal. The French 
and Italian chefs rightly boast of their 
•uperiority in the making of soups, 
sauces and many entrees, but a good 
southern "mammy" can cause any of 
them to blush when corn cake is to be 
produced. No southern table is complete 
without Its corn bread at least once each 
day, and strangely enough that people 
never seem to tire of the dish. The col- 
ored lady who does the cooking has by 
years of experience reduced corn bread 
Booking to a science, and her work, so 
justly famous, is ever appreciated. 


Some years ago I Investigated this sub- 


ject from a cook's standpoint and ob- 
tained recipes that I have found of great 
value, some of which I -will give below. 
One thing I must insist upon in your 
trial of these recipes that you in every 
ease stick to the text: as, for instance, 
where salera-tus and sour milk or butter- 
milk is used, don't try to improve on the 
*ecipe by using baking powder and sweet 
milk, because the result will not be the 
eame and you will not get what I wish 
you to have. In most cases, however, you 
may use sour milk in the place of butter- 
milk where the former is suggested or 
vice versa. "We will first try the 


PLAIN CORN BREAD. 


Mix one quart of meal with one pirtt of 


•our milk and add one tablespoonful of 
melted butter, a saltspoonful of salt and 
• teaspoonful of saleratus dissolved in 
water or sour milk: beat to a smooth 
batter. Bake in a quick oven in a greased 
baking pan. If buttermilk is used In place 
of sour milk you may use half a table- 
epoonful of lard in place of the table- 
spoon ful of butter. 


BREAKFAST CORN CAKES. 


To one quart of corn meal pour bolHng 


water, stirring until all the meal Is wet; 
add sour milk or cream enough to make a 
thick batter; dissolve a teaspoonful of 
saleratus in a little water and mix into 
the batter with a taaspoonful of salt. 
Bake'in buttered pan in a quick oven and 
serve hot. 


MUFFINS. 


Beat together the yolks ot three eggrs. 


one pint of scalded corn meal, one pint of 
buttermilk, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter and a little salt; when well mixed 
add the whites of the eggs that have pre- 
viously been beaten to a froth and a tea- 
spoonful of saleratus dissolved In cold 
water 
Mix very thoroughly and bake 


In muffin pan in a quick oven. 
SULPHUR SPRINGS SPOONBRBAD. 


To a cupful of meal that has been 


•calded in three tames that amount of 
Water add three cups of buttermilk, two 
«ggs, one teaspoonful of salt, one of 
ealeratus and at the last moment a table- 
epoonful of melted butter or lard. Bake 
slowly in a deep dish. 


CORN MEAL PANCAKES. 


Beat separately the yolks and whites 


4f three eggs and add them to one pint 
of a»reet milk; add enough oorn meal to 
make a. thin batter, puttir-gln as you mix 
tt a, little salt,*a tablespoonful of melted 
butter and twice as much sugar. Have 
your pancaie pan very hot and put in a 
good-sized piece of butter, enough to 
spread on the bottom of the pan, put in 
a large spoonful of the batter, spread 
out to required thickness, brown on un- 
derside, turn and brown the cither. A 
thick iron tryta* pan serves nicely as a 
pancake pan. Corn meal pancakes should 
be buttered when hot and served hot 
with maple syrup. Many people butter 
them, sprinkle ov«r them a tittle nutmeg 
and fold when hot. 


Try any one ot the above and you will 


like them, with the possible exception of 
the spoonbread. That is a novelty, and 
yet deemed to be incomparable by those 


have frequently eaten it. 


draw to the oven door, and spread with a 
half-cup oi*trawberry or raspberry jam. 
Over this heap a meringue made of the 
whites of the three effgs, whipped light 
with a little sugar. Let this become a 
dtltcate blown. 
This pudding, too, 


should be eaten cold with cream. 


CORN MEAL PUDDINGS. 


Scald one cup of fine cornmeal with boll- 


ing water. Drain off the water and put the 
meal in a saucepan with a quart of boil- 
ing milk. CooTft stirring constantly, for 
fifteen minutes. Take from the fire, add 
half a cup of granulated sugar and beat 
In four eggs, that should first have been 
whipped light. Season with a little gin- 
ger and cinnamon—about half a tea- 
•poonful of each— and pour the mixture 
into small patty pans or timbale moulds. 
Set these in a dripping pan, pour boiling 
water around them, cover and bake 
about half an hour or until the puddings 
are firm like cake. Turn them out and 
serve hot. with hard or cream sauce. 


TAPIOCA AND APPLE PUDDING. 
Soak over night a cup of tapioca in 


One pint of water. In the morning put 
it over the fire in a pint of hot water and 
cook very slowly until the tapioca has 
reached the transparent stage. Should 
all the water be absorbed before this 
Stage is reached, add a little more from 
the teakettle. The tapioca should be soft 
enough to pour easily. Peel and core 
half a dozen tart apples of medium size 
and arrange them in a pudding dish, fill- 
ing the place left In each by removing 
the core, with granulated sugar. Pour 
a cupful of water over them, put them 
In the oven and bake until tender. At 
this point, pour the boiling tapioca upon 
them, return the dish to the oven, cover 
and bake for fifteen or twenty minutes. 


This pudding may be eaten with hard 


or soft sauce, or Ice-cold with cream. 


Besides the above there is a noble ar- 


ray of blanc-manges, Jellies, creams, 
custards and the like that are whole- 
Borne and nutritious as well as platable 


But it is not in sweets alone that ac- 


ceptable substitutes may be found for 
indigestible dainties. The whole com- 
pany of fried foods should be excluded 
from the child's bill of fare until he has 
turned twelve or thirteen, and should be 
eaten in moderation even then. Still, 
with very little care it is possible to gi\ e 
him other dishes that will please him 
no less. Let us take up for an instant 
the matter of griddle cakes. In many 
homes these form the principal item of 
the breakfast bill of fare. As usually 
cooked and eaten they cannot be re- 
garded s s wholesome. Fried on a greasy 
griddle, not always thoroughly cooked, 
soaked with butter and drenched with 
syrup, hurriedly devoured with insuf- 
ficient mastication-—is it any wonder 
that they remain, an inert mass, in the 
stomach of the child who has bolted six 
or eight of them as his only breakfast? 
The grown person who eats such food 
and goes out to vigorous exercise or to 
hard work may suffer less, but the white 
man's burden lies heavy on the small 
child. If, however, he had begun his 
"uieakfast with a bowlful of some good 
cereal and milk, If the cakes had been 
baked on a soapstone griddle and cooked 
long enough to at least partially eon- 
vert the starch they contain into dex- 
trine, if the process had been continued 
in the child's mouth by the thorough 
mastication that accompanies slow eat- 
ing, 
the demand upon his digestion 


would have been greatly reduced.

"If the plans recommended by the 


board of army officers for the enlarge- 
ment of Fort Leavenworth and ap- 
proved by the war department are car- 
ried out, and I have the best of rea- 
son to believe that is the intention of 
the secretary of war, the Port Leaven- 
worth military reservation will, v/ithin 
the next three years, have within its 
limits the greatest military establish- 
ment of the world," were the words 
used by Captain Daniel E. McCarthy, 
assistant quartermaster United States 
army, who arrived recently from 
Washington to take charge of the con- 
struction of the buildings to be erected 
this year in accordance with the ap- 
proved plans and to cost $800,000, says 
the Kansas City Times. 


"You may say," added the captain, 


"that the much talked of war college 
is the 'infantry and cavalry school' of 
Leavenworth. This school will soon be 
of age, and, having outgrown its youth- 
ful name, the new designation is desir- 
able and in keeping with its purposo 
and much more definite in descrip- 
tion." 


The buildings to be constructed and 


for which bids will be opened in a few 
days are only a fraction of the Im- 
provements to be made. It js estimat- 
ed that $1,000,000 or more will be ex- 
pended before the last building is un- 
der roof. The board which met here 
last March prepared a plan of the pres- 
ent garrison, showing location of pres- 
ent and locations of all buildings neces- 
sary to quarter <ft,000 men of different 
arms of the service, not including Ui« 
hundreds of officers to be rent ncie for 
instruction and belonging to the regu- 
lar organizations. 


Captain McCarthy brought with him 


the plans for the buildings to be erect- 
ed at once as well as the plans showing 
location of all other buildings to be 
constructed in connection with the *n- 
largement of the school. The largest 
of the buildings to be erected this year 
is the hospital. This building, when 
completed, including all equipments, 
will cost close on to $100,000. It Is to 
be the most complete army bospital la 
the world. The light artillery barracks 
will be erected on the line west of the 
present infantry barracks, requiring 
the immediate tearing down of the first 
three frame quarters of the west end 
and the frame structures In the rear 
of these buildings. The gun shed and 
stable for the batter* will be in tli3 
rear and north of the battery barracks. 
The quarters for 32 single officers will 
be placed opposite Schofield ball, fac- 
ing west, and immediately south of 
this building will be placed five dou- 
ble sets of officers' quarters. Eight 
double sets of officers' quarters will be 
erected west of Grant avenue, facing 
the east and commencing at Pope ave- 
nue, running north toward Grant's 
statue. Two new cavalry stables will 
be placed north of the present line of 
stables, but will each contain a larger 
number of horses. 


It Is proposed next year to begin the 


erection of infantry barracks for one 
regiment. This building will be placed 
south of Pope avenue, facing south 
and beginning at the Intersection of 
Pope and Grant avenues, running 
west. The avenue will be to tbe rear 
of the new buildings, and a new road 
is to be built in front of the quarters. It 
will be in three sections, one for each 
battalion. 
The high knoll between 


this building and Merritt lake will be 
leveled and a new parade made run- 
ning all the way west to tbe cemetery. 


The present infantry barracks will 


be used for the accommodation of a 
mountain battery, a company of engi- 
neers, a signal corps detachment and 
possibly tbe siege battery. A gun shed 
and stables will, be erected west ot 
similar structures for the light bat- 
tery, while a gun shed and stables for 
the mountain battery will be placed 
along McPherson avenue, facing the 
south and immediately west of the 
post guardhouse. 


Tbe old stone building in tbe north- 


east corner of the Sumner place will be 
torn down and a new double set of offi- 
cers' quarters erected In its stead. 
Thomas and McPherson halls are to be 
torn down and replaced by three dou- 
ble sets of quarters facing to the west 
and three double sets of quarters plac- 
ed on the line in rear of the two halls 
facing the east. Around the square in 
which stand the quarters ot tbe com- 
mandant nine sets of officers' quarters 
are to be put up, three facing Pope av- 
enue, three facing Grant avenua and 
three facing Meade avenue. 


Tbe two small brick cottages west ot 


the west end parade and facing the 
east will be torn down and the parade 
extended to the bluff, making it tbe 
largest and finest parade In the United 
State?. As this parade is only divided 
by Pope avenue on the south from tbe 
parade to be built for the infantry 
there will be an opportunity to drill an 
entire brigade without inconvenience. 
The present post headquarters, or ad- 
ministration building, will be torn 
down and a handsome circular building 
erected within the plot southeast of the 
Grant statue and known as tbe trian- 
gle. All of the buildings will be pre- 
pared for electric lighting.

SPOONS. 


The Date of Their Origin Unknown, Tney 


Are So Very Ancient. - 


It yon desire to know about the scar- 


city of really reliable data jp the histo- 
ry of spoons, take down your handbooks 
and encyclopedias and see if it doesn't 
take you a long while to learn anything' 
concerning their origin, "nativity," 
etc. In fact, the antiquarians do not 
pretend to give us anything of value in 
that line. It is admitted that they are 
"very ancient," but just exactly howi 
old they are and by whom and wherei 
they were first used are points upon, 
which we are left completely in the 
dark. Oreighton says, "Spoons must| 
have been a very ancient invention, for, 
a Saxon spoon of perforated silver gilt, j 
ornamented with gems, was found in a 
grave at Sarre, Thanet" 


When forks were unknown, spoons 


played a very important part at the ta-, 
ble. Spoons of the thirteenth century,! 
and even later, had handles tenninat-1 
ing in a knob, knot, acorn or other odd] 
and cumbersome devices. About the; 
period of the restoration, of which so 
much is said in English history, a great 
change was made in the forms of' 
spoons. In eome of the unique patterns 
the "spoon" part was divided into two, 
three and even four parts, and the han- 
dle always split or twisted and turned 
np instead of down and back. Spoons 
of that period were all blunt instead of 
being pointed as in the forms generally 
seen at present. They continued short 
and blnnt down to the time of George 
I, when they were first made pointed 
and bad the handles turned down in- 
stead of up. 


About the year 1500 what were 


known as "apostle spoons" were intro- 
duced. They were eo called because 
they had the figures of the Id apostles 
carved upon their handles. They were 
generally given by sponsors to children 
at their time of baptism. The wealthy 
presented the entire 13, those who could 
not afford to indulge in such extrava- 
gance giving one or more, according as 
they felt able. 


The most curious and remarkable 


spoon in the world perhaps is a "coro- 
nation spoon," preserved among the 
other royal relics in the tower of Lon- 
don. The bowl is of gold and the han- 
dle of silver. The handle is split down 
.the middle and set with all kinds of 
precious stones. The relic is valued at 
about £30,000, or upward of $100,000.

SYMPATHY WITH THE BOERS 


Resolution Puntf by State Ugbtaturt 


Other LtjiiltUn Mitten 


In the legislature jiestenjay Mr. Wat- 


son ot Bottom took the floor for hb 
pro-Boer resolution, to which he moved 
an amendment adding "hopes that 
peace may aoon be restored upon con* 
ditlona which will be honorable to 
Great Britain and which will secure 
the indejwndence of the South African 
republic." Mr. Watson said his origin- 
al resolutions had been "assassinated" 
by the committee on federal relations. 
The British were only after the wealth 
of the Boers. He hoped the Boers 
would win. 


There waa considerable debate, In 


which there was only one defender for 
England, and Mr. Watson's amend- 
ment was adopted and the resolution 
passed. The house was almost unani- 
mous. 


Mr. Dean of Wakeneid moved 
an 


amendment io the Wll to permit towna 
to assess abuttors for the waterinsr of 
streets. The amendment j>ro"vides *hat 
street raliv/ajs shall p^y 25 per cent, 
of the cost of watering streets their 
cars pass through. Mr. Dean's amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 71 to 
23, and the bill passed to be engrossed. 


The house, after ai\*hour of debate, 


voted by 107 to 80 in favor of the bill 
to compel foreign corporations to re- 
turn their lists of stockholder for pur- 
poses of taxation 


Senator Tolman of Berkshire oppos- 


ed the recommendation that lesolutlons 
that congress be urged to assist in the 
extermination of the gypsy moth be 
referred to the next general court. He 
did not think the state was so rich that 
it cannot accent such aid. Senator 
'Huntress of Middlesex favored the re- 
port and recommendation of thai fed- 
eral relations committee. Congress had 
several times been memorialized on 
this matter already. Then the petition 
asked that a committee of the state 
board of agriculture be, sent to Wash- 
ington to present the memorial. Inci- 
dentally, to urese.Oil gtaoi taojajtaoi 
dentally, he referred to the gvpsy moth 
work as a fraud and an outrage. Sen- 
ator Chamberlain moved that the re- 
port be tabled until the Questions now 
pending, as to a policy of extermina- 
tion, are settled. The mfrtlon wevalled.

ed from Dracut Ghen of Provincetown 
for the impeachment and removal of 
Judge R. R. Bishop i of the 
superior 


court, because the judge dismissed a 
case brought by the 
complainant 


against the Beach Point Weir com- 
pany, in which it was alleged that the 
latter had set and maintained certain 
fish weirs at Provlncetown -without le- 
gal authority. The petition was re- 
ferred to the committee on judiciary.

teresting letter from Irvine Wendell, 
one of th* local boys with Company 
M, 28th regiment in the Philippines, in 
which he tells of the welfare of the 
Berkshire boys with the regiment.

We were 
greatly disappointed, as we expected 
a liirht snag. 
We continued the hike 


to the next one, and so on until we fia<i 
gone through three native towns, and 
struck the fourth, where we halted and 
had dinner and spent the forenoon. 
We then turned back to trv another 
town, where we stayed all night, and 
then the company got up and marched 
back to our quarters, where we had a 
clean change of clothes and a good 
feed to drive .fcway that tired feeling. 
That was the last happening of any In- 
terest lately, 


I'd Mke to mention a boy bug-ler that 


we have la our company. He weighs 
110 pounds, and is a good bugler. We 
call him the "boy bugler of the Philip- 
pines." He is a wonder, only 17 years 
old, and five feet and three inches tall. 


Corporal O'Brien of North Adams is 


the owner of a Chinese chow dog, about 
six Inches tall, which is a knowing ani- 
mal, especially in the way of mess 
calls.

about completed the plans for the af- 
fair. It is expected that over 300 dele- 
gates will be present from the differ- 
ent branches of the order in the United 
States and Canada and they will be 
accommodated for the most part at 
the Wendell hotel and American House 
In Pittsfleld. Many prominent speak- 
ers have been engaged and meetings 
will be held simultaneously in Pitts- 
fleld, Dalton, Cheshire and possibly 
in other places. 


The officers of the national division 


have recently been presented with a pe- 
tition for the formation of a second 
grand division in Massachusetts, with 
headquarters either in the Connecticut 
valley or Berkshire, and action on this 
petition will be taken at the convention. 
The present headquarters of the grand 
division of this state are in Boston and 
it is claimed the distance is so great 
that comparatively little influence is 
exerted over the Berkshire divisions. 


One of the arguments that will be 


urged for 
the organization of this 


grand division will be the fact that 
Veraon division of Dalton is the largest 
in the stata 
Some of the Berkshire 


members complain that a large pro- 
portion of the individual tax goes to 
pay the salaries of the staw officers 
in, Boston. It is claimed, too, that the 
divisions recently established in this 
city and through the county have been 
through the efforts of the Berkshire 
members and not through anything 
that the grand division of Boston, has 
done. Rev. George "W, Andrews of 
Dalton will represent the petitioners 
and speak in their behalf. 


To Vote on Firemen's Pensions 


The voters •« 111 probably be called on 


at the next city election to pass uixm 
a new firemen's iwnsion act that the 
present legislature has passed, but 
which does not take effect until at>- 
pruved by the people 
The act pro- 


vides as follows: Any city may by 
vote of Its city council and under such 
restrictions and subject to such pro- 
visions as may be prescribed by such 
vdte or by ordinance, pension, first, 
any member of the fire department of 
such city, who has reached the age of 
65 years and who has performed faith* 
ful service in that department for a 
period of not less than 20 years; sec- 
ond, any member of the fire depart- 
ment who has performed faithful ser- 
vice in that department for a period 
of not less than 20 years, provided that 
he Is incapacitated for further useful 
service. This act Is to take effect when 
accepted by a majority of the voters 
at an annual or special city election, 
and in order to bring the matter be- 
fore the people It Is necessaty that a 
petition signed by not less . than 100 
voters shall be presented to the city 
clerk at least 30 days before the elec- 
tion. 


Road-bed Will be Oiled Again 


The Boston and Albany railroad of- 


ficials announced dunns their recent 
trip of. inspection that the road-bed 
would again be oiled during the pres- 
ent season, as briefly reported yester- 
day. 
The instructions are to hurry 


along the track work so that the road- 
bed will be in shape for the oil by the 
middle of June. This is fully a month 
earlier than the sprinkling was done 
last year. Though 2000 gallons of oil
